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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants first argue that the pad will not 
undergo significant axial compression because the device is "axially stiff" Axially stiff does not mean the pad will not compress 
significantily but rather it take a significant amount of force. Such high forces are often encountered in brake devices. 
Applicants state on page 9 that there is no teaching that the pressure pad will axially compress. The applicant does not explain how fluid 
pressure is transmitted to the sensor if the pad does not undergo axial compression. The sensor and pressure pad is a closed system 
and pressure increases as volume decreases. The only way to change the volume is for the pad to compress. No disclosure is made 
because it is impossible for the device to work without compression as one of ordinary skill in the art would understand. 
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
